School Examination. 
Otysrin, October 2d, 1553. 
Mr Epor -— 
On Friday last, for the first time in the 
Territory, | had the pleasure of attending 
aschool examination, tn Liberty District, 
Thurston County. ‘Tins District has set an

has now supported a school for near a year, 
and through the labors of the teacher, and 
the exertions of the inhabitants, placed it- 
self ahead of all others on the Sound, prob- 
ably ahead of all m the Territory ’ And at 
is determind@ not to lose the advantage 1t 
has obtained The exercises last Friday 
show the scholars well advanved. Their 
parents, instead of complaising of the coun- 
try as many do, because it has no schools, 
have become fully awakened to the fact that 
af we want schools we must take prompt 
and energetic measures to establish them.— 
And notwithstanding they have had the 
same difficulties fo encounter, always at- 
tendant upon anew country, that others 
have bad, they have shown by thei acts 
that they are determined that their clutdren 
sliall so far—and as soon as possible—enjoy 
the priviliges here that they enjoyed m the 
older settlements they haye left behind them. 
When such sentiments and determinations 
shall pervade our whole Territory, then wi} 
the ramd growth and development of tts re 
sources bo certain and permanent, and the 
fluence it is destined to exert on this coast, 
&nd eventually ag the State of Washington, 
in the Republic of Washmgton, be certain 
to bo such as shall not disgrace the name 
or the nation 
Olympia District hag not as yot dune as 
much for the establishment of schools ns the 
interests of the town demands, even in a 
pecuniary point of view, It would be a 
good investment, ina new country, for a 
town proprietor lo build a school house and 
church at his own expense, Population 
will centre in and around towns possessing 
the best educational and religious privihges, 
and social advantages, and property will be 
moat valuable where population centres — 
But the pecumary advantages resultmg from 
an carly establishment of schools and church- 
eg, aro trifling in compatson with the last- 
ing benefits that will result to our Teriito- 
ry and to the rising generation. The years 
of youth are few, affording none too mach 
tine to acquire what;in this age, can bo 
called a decont education, It frequently 
happens that the education of childron 1s 
seriously titerrupted by the journey across 
ytho plains ; pnd sf then, in addition, they 
have no school priyiliges for one, tivo, or 
ee years after arriving here, their taste 
for learning 13 liable to become lost or viti- 
ated, and if not ago other circumstances 
may placo thom beyond the reach of the 
priviliges, t was the duty of then parents 
to have provided them with it at on ourhor 
day, Every parent can give tie children a 
common school education, and the man who 
does not do tt, does not do justice to the 
child, nor to the community im which he

lives. We have no law compelling men to 
edyeate their children, aa exists in some parts 
of the world, but we have, 01 should bave, 
a higher motive to do it. We, as a people 
and nation, advocate the doctrine of self- 
government,—that every man ought to have 
a voice in making the laws thal are to gov» 
ero him. Every man, then, should have 
education sufficient to acquire for himself a 
knowledge of the duties he has to perform. 
All will agiee thata nation ehould be com- 
petent to manage tts own affairs, And what 
is true of the whole nation 1s also true of 
ils component parta, 
patta that make thé “Wwholé. © The futsire 
greatness of the great North American Re- 
public will depend upon the exertions of ila 
todiytdual citizens. No where is it more 
important how those exertions are directed 
than in Territories, and m no way can they 
be more usefully directed than in promot- 
ing the cause of education RS

Tne Ericsson Encaixe. — Stillman’s 
Journal sums up the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the caloric engine ag follows 

1 The Ericsson’s Hot Air Engine, as 
compared with the condensing mare 
steam engine, m ils most economical opera- 
tion, has shown the ability to do the same 
work with the uso of from one-siath to one- 
third less fucl, and that af ats full estimated 
power should hereafter be developed, the 
saving effected would be 70 por cent. 

2 That for (he same actual power, its 
weight is about thicc times as great as that 
ol the marine steam engine, and that if its 
estimated power should be obtained, its 
weight would be as much as 30 per cent 
greater 

3. that im respect to tho space occu- 
pied by the engines and coal, the advantage 
is decidedly m favor of the steam engine. 

de That the groat weight of the engme, 
iN proportion to the power developed, must 
prevent, for the present, tho renhzation of 
a high speed in the propulsion of vessels. — 
At the same time itis to be admitted that 
the tull esumated power is adequate to the 
production of high velocities. Jime alone 
ean decide the question, whether or not 
this maximum power 1s really attainable. 

5. The great weight of the engine and 
space occupied by it, in its present form, 
will, in all probability, proveut its adoption 
for tho purposes of mand navigation and 
railroad locomotion, in preference to the 
steam obgine. 

The statement that the weight of the en- 
gine and the 8pace occupied exceeds that of 
the steam engine, is a fict which we Dbe- 
heve has not before been brought prommont- 
ly betore the public, and must militate 
against theradoplion of the Eriesson engine 
for any kind of locomotion —[Boston Jour-

SyErLacoom, Sept. 19, 1853. 
The fine sloop “S, A Shepherd,” Capt. 
L, Bills, arrived in our port last eyemng 
from a voyage not exactly ‘around the world’ 
but to different ports of the Sound. By the 
politeness of the Captain, I haye been per- 
mitted to make,soine extracts from the ‘logs 
book,’ of the sloop, which I offer to you for 
publication in the columns of the CoLum- 
LIAN, for the amusement and benefit of your 

readers, ; 1 
“Satunpay, Sept. 3, 1853,—Weather 
fine and clear. Weighed anchor at 4 P.M. 
with -a fine breeze from the noithwandy 


for at 18 the component | 2nd ‘made all sat? on our voyage to Oly p- 


pia, at the thead of navigation’? on Puget 
Sound. The weather being clear, we'could 
see plainly enough to avoid all danger, and 
consequently ‘run all mgt? Tn the morn- 
ing, the tide coming down against us, and 
the wind rather faint, we run under a posnt 
in Drayton’s passage, and came to an an- 
chor tll the turn ot tide. ‘Rode ou? some 
five hours in perfect ‘safety 

At ‘young flood’ ‘hove up? for a ‘drift? 
there being no wind worth speaking of— 
vow and then a cats paw only, 

At the ‘tuin of tide’ were in sight of the 
port of destination. No wind , obliged to 
‘let go’ mud-hook agam, Remained at an- 
chor under a snug httle point during the 
‘ebb? At ‘slack water,’ weighed anchor 
and ‘made all suil,? wind light from the north 
ward, Atone hour before high water we 
reached Olympia, and made the sloop fast 
in the rear of A J. Moscs store 

“ Torspiy, 5th =Fino “clear weather, 
with hght wands from the northward.— 
Sloop lying aground with a slight “list to 
port’ All hands (not excepting thé cook,) 
engaged in taking in cargo At 12a , took 
a cold ‘snack,’ haying no time to prepare 
anything hot. Purchased a couple of loaves 
from Weed & Hurd Day ents fine Sloop 
floated at high water 

“ Wepnespar, Gth — Weather cloudy 
Indications of rain. Finished loading at 10 
aw. Althe top of the tide, cast off our 
lines, and made all sail on our voyage to 
Steilacoom Wind light from the south- 
west -By the way, I-find it mentioned in 
the sloop’s log, that the Captain recently 
issued an order for the mate to run the craft 
into good anchorage whenever the wind is 
ahead. Reason, that she docs not work to 
windward well Nothing worthy of par- 
ticular mention (excepting (hat the Captain 
‘hove to? furan hour or so, off *Johnson’s 
point,’ and hell a conversation upon religion 


and candidate for Congiess,) occurred on | 
the downward passage, and at 4 pm thes 
sloop made fast toa buoy, a cable’s length 
from the shore of Steilacoom. * 

t Sus pay, 10th. —‘All bande ashoie on 
hiberty ? Captain at church morning and 
evemog ` No cooking on board this day 
Crew picked up their ‘grub’ wherever they 
could find it.

After an houi’s hard pulling, the 
boys complained that it was rather warm 
and that they wero sweating rather freely. 
The Captam then ordered the sloop’s head 
put toward the shore Jn a couple of hours 
reached tha shore, and tied up to a fir tree. 

u Tuespar, 12th—conmences with a fine 
breeze fiom the southard Called all hands 
at the first of the ebb and.made all sail on 
our voyage to Puyallup bay In siy hours 
arrived at the fishing station of Messrs. Ra 
ley & Swan ‘Took on board 100 bartels 
salmon on Wednesday 13th, and immediate- 
ly put out again on our return to Steilacoom 
In doubling Point Defiance, found it neces- 
sary to take in all sail, send all hands, not 
excepting the mate and cook, ashore with a 
line to cordell the sloop. The men worked 
well and without growling, notwithstanding 
they were sometimes up to (heir middle in 
water The Captain manfully performed 
his duty at this critical juncture, by standing 
upon the bow and keeping the sloop clear 
of the rocks with a long pole. At the turn 
of the ude, wo boldly pushed out into the 
stream, and came up to Steilacoom ‘fuking,’ 
At sunset we made fast to the buoy, cleared 
up the decks, got supper, and ‘turned m)? 


“Tyunspay, 14th.—Foggy and calm all 
this day. Remained at our moorings, not 
deeming it prudent to risk the safety of the 
ship and cargo by casting off, In the morn- 
ing and evening, the Captain sang usa num- 
ber of hymns from the Methodist collection

means at their disposal, but, on the contia- 
ry, often bears an inverse ratio to them — 
It has hence been correctly interred that 
happiness s mainly depandent upon the 
right ordering of (he mental constitution 
aud habits of the individual, which, (hough 
it cannot Secure him from external caiam- 
ties and evils, can yet so modify their in- 
Nuence, and diminish the violence of their 
actor on his mind, as to render them com-

Du- 
tng the three days there wero nearly two 
ty deaths—one hundred of 
which occured on Sunday The extreme 
heat scoms to bave been general over the 
countiy. As far east as Nilifax, wo have 
the record of deaths from this cause ; and 
fiom the White Motntains our accounts 
slate that the stage horses wore dying fiom 
the heat, Following the heat of Saturday 
and Sunday we had terrific thunder storms, 
which did much damage to property im vas 
rious portions of New England. 
two days we have had a “north-east storm 
dming which a great quantity of ram has 
fallen. As an eifect of this great quantity 
of iain and het weather, wo have accounts of 
the alarming spreatl of the potato rot thro’ 
out all sections of tlie country If the ro 
poits which we have received are corect, 
the loss by thé rot will be more eatchsive 
than in any preceding year.—[Boston Jour.

couraging qrcumstances, they have gone 
southward, and increased the population of 
Orcgon, the colomzition of which for the 
United States has, m effect, fo no meon- 
rideroble degree been contributed to by 
British spila, thus forced ont of its natu- 
sal and intended direction by iyudicious 
regulations which defeat their own pui pases 
Your pehtioners are assured, on rehable

any manner render to any Utah Indian any 
aid, sholter, food, or comfort, cither directly 
or indirecthy, unless by permission, or hi- 
cense from the Supemntendent of Indian 
Affurs, the Indian Agent, or Sub-Agent ; 
and every license to trade with tho Indians 
m this Terntory, is heroby revoked ; and 
evory person to whom the opportunity of- 
fers, is required to notify passing emigrants 
and non-residents of this proclamation, so 
Jar ag trading with or aiding Indians is con- 
coined, and report forthwith to the nearest 
evl or military officer, every case of depar- 
turo from the most rigid comphance with 
this prohzbition and revocation. 

As smal? and large war partioy of Indians 
are constantly prowling about, walching for 
unguarded pomts, let all who go into canons 
oF any retired places, go armed and in auf- 
ficient numbers to be safo ; and all required 
to be on the alert. And all officers must 
preserve ordor,and carry out tho orders 
and regulations which have been, and may 
hereafter be given, since the commenconicht
